FAVORED BY KELLOGG 


Washington, April 25.—Secretary 
Kellogg declared himself tonight to be 
“heartily in favor’ of America’s par- 
ticipation in an international! tribunal 
for the settlement of international dis- 
putes. 

Addressing the delegates of tha 
American Society of . international 
Law, Mr. Kellogg asserted it was 
“strange that although we were ap- 
proaching 1926 the United States, one 
of the leading countries in arbitration, 
is not a member of any international 
court.” 

“TI am heartily in favor of the estab- 
lishment of a judicial tribunal] to 
which nations may present their prob- 
lems and their international disputes,” 
he declared. | 

He said that although international 
law is vet in a state of evolution, there 
are still enough international regula- 
tions to make such a court workable. 
For this purpose, he added, he believed 
thoroughly in the efforts to codify and 
extend the principles of international 
law. 
Opposition to American participa- 
tion in a world court, he thought, was 
due to a misunderstanding of the pow- 
ers of such a triunal. The question 
to be submitted, ‘he said, would be 
“judiciable” points, such as violations 
of well-known international principles.

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FLASH FROM 400,000 
POUNDS OF POWDER 
VISIBLE TEN MILES 


Nashville, Tenn., April 25.—With 
a blinding flash that seemed to reach 
from the horizon half way to the 
zenith, 400,000 pounds of powder in 
storage at the Old Hickoty powder 
plant, near here, blew up early to- 
night. | 

The flash was so vivid that it was 
clearly visible in Nashville, ten miles 


away, and lighted the city for a few 
seconds. The entire store of powder 
in air dryer No. 13 was consumed 
wifhin a few minutes. Around this 
dryer were 30,000,000 pounds of 
powder in other storehouses, but 
none of it was ignited. 

The powder was manufactured by 
the government for war purposes at a 
cost of 50 cents a pound. No present 
value is placed upon it, since it de- 
terierates with age and becomes dan- 
gerous for use by the army and navy. 
The building was valued at $5,000.

Philip M. Brown, .of Princeton, today

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Georgia C oast Wa ter 
Ideal for Oysters, 
|Says Federal Expert 


Georgia coastal waters have several 
advantages over other localities where 
oysters are extensively produced; ac- 
cording to a report completed by P. 
S. Galtsoff, of the United States bu- 
reau of fisheries, made public: Satur- 
day by Peter S. Twitty, state game 
and fish commissioner. Mr, Galtsoff 
has just completed a survey of the 
oyster beds for a distance of 351 miles 
between Savannah and the pe Marys 
river, 

In summing up his report Mx Galt- 
soff said: 

“The coastal waters of Georgia bave 
several advantages: over certain other 
localities where oysters are extensiye-. 
ly cultivated. First, the greatest jiart 
of the oyster beds in Georgia is locat- 
ed in clean, unpolluted areas and the 
danger of their pollution in the future 
is rémote. There is a lafge reserve 
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stock of spawners supplying a plen- 
tiful set of oysters. The oysters crow 
in local waters twice or three times 
faster than in more northern latitudes. 
These facts should form the basis on 


which the future development of the 
oy ster industry depends. 

“There is no doubt that by emploey- 
ing the better methods of oyster cal- 
tivation the natural wealth of oyster 
resources cun be not only maintained 
at their former level, but considerably 
increased. It will offer employment 
and . profits to individuals who will 
undertake planting and will increase 
the source of revenue to the state.”

The laymen of the southern Metho- 
dist church are showing opposition 
to the proposed plan of unification. 

District conferences are the bodies 
which elect the lay delegates who vote 
on the plan, and during the last two 
weeks some 60 laymen have been elect- 
ed who avow their purpose to vote 
against its adoption. Before that 
period about 50 had been elected who 
also are against the plan. 

The elections in the district confer- 
ences of most ‘sections are just begin- 
ning and the tide thus far has run 
largely against the plan. 

Seven district conferences in Ala- 
hama have elected 56 delegates against 
if, and none favor it. In Alabama 
alone it is expected that above 150 
lay votes will -be cast against it. 

In the states of South Carolina, 
Georgia and Mississippi, where the 
laymen who are opposed to the plan 
are in a large majority, no district 
conferences have yet been held. The 
total lay votes possible in those states 
is about 400, and at least 375 will be 
against the plan. 

Churches Veto Plan, 

In Mississippi almost all the 
churches that have voted on the plan 
have rejected it by decided majorities. 

Among the churches in the South 
Georgia conference that have yoted 
against it may be mentioned churches 
in Savannah. Millen, Wadley. Way- 
cross, Swainsbore, Valdosta, Thomas- 
ville. Albany. Dawson, Cordele, Ma- 
con. Fert Valley. Douglas, Reynolds, 
Talbotton and Columbus. 

In north Georgia not 
churches have voted yet, but among 
jihese who have gone on record 
against the plan are LaGrange, Mil-’ 
ledgeville, Culloden, Culverton, Ma- 


rietta, Decatur and Covington. 

The advocates of the plan 
have claimed that “the border con- 
ferences” were unanimously for it; 
but this claim is not justified by the 
facts. A majority of the lay dele- 
gates elected by the district confer- 
ences of the West Virginia annual 
conference are opposed fo if. 

A majority of the lay delegates in 
the Baltimore conference (which an- 
yual conference rejected the plan), 
yoted against it. 

The Los Angeles district confer- 
ence in California elected a solid lay 
delegation of eight against it, and the 
Phoenix district conference, in Ari- 
yona. elected four delegates who are 
opposed to it. 

In the northwest Texas confer- 
ence the Stamford district elected a 
solid delegation of eight laymen who 
are against it. The Paris district 
conference. in the north Texas, an- 
rual eonference did likewise by & 
majority of six to one. 

Laymen Against Move. 

Not a few lay members of the gen- 
eral conference held in Chattanooga 
last July, who then voted for the 
adoption of the plan, are now strong- 
ly opposing its approval by their an- 
nual conferences. Among them are 
such strong men as Honorable W. W. 
Ball. of. Maysville, Ky., and Judge J. 
FE. Cockrell, of Dallas, Texas. 

Tudce Cockrell. Judge J. C. Muse, 
and Judge M. M. Brooks (ex-chief 
justice of Texas), have organized 
strong opposition Dallas to the

plan, and those distinguished laymen 
are actively engaged for its defeat. 
So also are Judge Hall, of Amarillo, 
and Judge Abney, of Lampasas, 

It is not surprising that the lay- 
men are so aroused. They are stung 
with a sense of injustice done them 
by the general conference held at 
Chattanooga last July. That confer- 
ence rejected a motion to submit the 
plan to a vote of the laymen of -the 
church as a whole, claiming thes 
would be adequately represented by 
the lay delegates elected by the dis- 
trict conferences to the annual confer- 
ences. And then that body passed a 
resolution requesting the annual. eon- 
ferences to vote by secret ballot so 
that it might not be known how the 
members voted, Thus the laymen 
were denied the right of voting di- 
rectly, and at the same time a re- 
quest was made, which if it were ac 
ceeded to, would prevent them know- 
ing how their pastors and lay rep- 
resentatives voted, by the voting of 
whom the plan will be adopted or re- 
jected. The great body of the laity, 
numbering nearly 2,500,000, justly 
resent all this action of the general 
conference at Chattanooga, and they 
are resolved to defeat “the plan.” 

And while many clerical members of 
the annual conferences will vote for 
the plan to which they have commit- 
ted themselves too hastily, thousands 
of preachers of the rank and file will 
not vote to force an unacceptable plan 
of unification upon the laymen who 
have been converted and received into 
the church under their ministry, and 
upon whom they depend for cooper- 
ation, sympathy and support. There 
will be no division between most of 
the laymen and a majority of their 
pastors. If leaders in the northern 
church entertain the notion that by 
this plan of unification the southern 
ehurch can be split and then absorbed, 
they will be disappointed. Their long 
pursued policy of “disintegration and 
absorption” is destined to fail now as 
it has always failed heretofore, 

Propaganda Charged. 

A propagandist bureau in Chicago is 
sending out press dispatches from ‘the 
windy city” telling how the annual 
conferences of the northern church 
are voting almost unanimously for 
“the plan.” This is done evidently to 
influence the voting in the southern 
annual conferences. From the same 
quarter was issued recently a vicious 
‘attack upon Bishop Candler because 
he allowed the vote to be.taken openly 
by yeas and nays in the Baltimore 
conference, which conference rejected 
the plan on March 25, 1925, 

But the bulletins issued from Chi- 
cago are not having the effect intend- 
ed by the propagandists who send them 
out, They are having the contrary 
effect. Southern Methodists resent 
such unseemly and ill-disguised efforts 
te influence their voting. The at- 
tempt to discredit their senior bishop 
meets with especial Seapprogetion by 
both those in the southern church 
who favor the plan of unification and 
by those who oppose it. 

Of course the annual conferences of 
the northern church are voting almost 
unanimously for the adoption of the 
bplan; for by its adoption the northern 
church would lost nothing and gain 
much. while the southern church would 
lost much and gain nothing. 

But the plan will not be adopted by 
the southern 1 eda Many of the most 
ardent advocates of it are admitting 
privately that it is hopelessly defeat- 
ed already. Others seem to be whist- 
ling to keep .their courage up: but 
they are whistling a cemetery tune.

The inquest over the body of the

The sheriff was instantly killed 
when a member of the Lowman family 
fired from within th® house during 
the reading of a search warrant.

Unless Dr. Marx scores a lead of at 
least three or four million votes, the 
cause of demdtracy in Germany, in 
ihe opinion of the leaders of the lib- 
eral parties, will have suffered a se- 
vere setback. ‘hey admit that they 
will be satisfied with a safe margin 
in the former. chancellor's fayor, but 
nevertheless realize that a heavy poll 
for Von Hindenburg means definite 
coordination of pronounced  anti- 
republican sentiment and that it will 
inevitably leave German international 
politics in a state of turmoil and 
ferment for an indefinite period. 

Outcome Doubtful. 

The eve of the election finds the 

situation wrapped in doubt, with 


optimism more strongly entrenched in 
thé camp in the nationalist bourgeois 
hloc than in the ranks of the Weimar 
coalition. Von Hindenburg’s campaign 
managers expect about SO per cent 
of the voters to cast their ballots as 
compared with 67 per cent in the first 
indecisive elections four weeks ago. 
This would bring the total poll to 
about 31,000.000, and their estimates 
give the field marshal a lead of 800,- 
VOO over Dr. Marx.

Washington, April 25.—Construc- 
of a mine-laying submarine, a 
war weapon new to American arma- 
ment, will begin in the navy yard at 
Portsmouth, N. H., May 1, when the 
keel will be laid; the navy depart- 
nent announced tonight. The new 
submarine, te be known as the V-4, 
will be one of the largest in the 
world. 

The last congress appropriated $5,- 
300,000 foe the submarine. Ships “of 
this type are already in use in other 
countries. Germany introduced them 
during the war. 

The navy declines to reveal the 
length or size of the new vessel, but 
admits it will he longer and larger 
than the modern 540-foot “fleet sub- 
marines. 

The new craft will have the high- 
est speed and largest radius possible, 
in order to operate with the fleets in 
any waters. It probably will be 
equipped with anti-aircraft guns and 
terpedoes as well as mines. 

One or two years will be required 
for construction.

If we 
should go back to the McKinley sys- 
tem, or even the Roosevelt or Taft 
s¥stems or the system that prevailed 
during most of Wilson's administra- 
tion—under that condition most of 
the more experienced newspaper men 
would profit because, with no official 
for giving out news to all, 
the more experienced correspondents 
would. be apt to get exclusive stories 
more often. But looking on it from 
the public point of view. the more ex- 
perienced men almost all indorse it. 
It is a new mechanism, and the only 
mechanism by which the president of 
the United States communicates with 
representatives of the publie about 
pending matters of public importance. 
It may be that better methods of do- 
ing this could be devised. Indeed, it 
is indisputable, better methods could 
be devised. But it must be considered 
that ten years ago there was no such 
method at all.

‘Yet, like most other great enter- 
prises, the constitution at first met 
with strong opposition. The feder- 
alists, headed by Alexander Hamilton, 
wished to inerease the power of the 
national government and make it 
respected both at lrome and abroad. 
The anti-federalists, under ‘J'homas 
Jefferson, toox the opposite ground. 
They stood for state’s rights. They 
were jealous of congress and feared 
that if so much power were given 
to the government, a monarchy from 
the irksome grip of which they had 
just escaped, would be established. 
Nevertheless, the constitution was so 
eminently wise and beneficial that if 
was adopted by nine states, followed 
soon after by the remainder. 

“What a striking contrast this.new 
set of laws must have presented to 
our forefathers. when compared to 
the old articles of confederation, which 
doomed itself by the weak-kneed 
policy of déclaring that each state

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retained its sovereignty, freedom and 
independence, placing the state para- 
mount and making our government 
the ohject ef ridicule both at home 
and abroad. 

Powers of Nation. 

“The powers of the nation have in- 
creased only at the expense of the 
powers of the state. It is only natur- 
al that the powers of the nation have | 
been disputed constantly by states |

the adoption of the constitution, 
through the threatened secession of 
the New England states in the war 


of 1812, the war between the states 
in 1861 and the absolute disregard 
of the eighteenth amendment by the 
states of New York, New Jersey and

“With a few exceptions, the gov- 
eentaent has never interfered with 
state rights and does not interfere 
with state rights. (The majority of 
the decisions of legal cases appealed 
from the state courts to’ the federal 
courts have been upheld.) 

“States are at any time able to pass 
laws that are beneficial to the state. 
This has been amply provided for by 
the tenth mendment, which sets forth 
‘that the powers not delegated to the 
lnited States by the constitution, nar 
prohibited by it to the states, are re- 
served to the states rexpectively, or to 
the people.’ 

“Those laws which might seem un- 
just to some states have been passed 
for the good of that state. Depriva- 
tion may seem unjust to a child, but 
he will later live to thank the one 
that deprived. 

Close Union of States. 

“The chain is only so strong as its 
weakest link and a union ‘may be 
judged by its weakest state. As it is 
the duty of the blacksmith to 
each link with equal strength, so we 
it is the duty of the nation to 
strengthen each state, so that, acting 
in accord, they present an indestructi- 
ble front. 

“Thus has our constitution pre. 
pared and cared for the shert-comings 
of each state, making America the 
strongest government on the face of 
the earth. ° 

“The constitution has stood the test 
of time. There is no state in the 
union, no matter how strongly it may

“On the 9th of April, just sixty 
years ago, the doom of the confederacy 
was sealed. It was then that Lee 
sarrendered, but only when his last 
avenue of escape had been blocked by 
Sherman and Ord, when his small 
army had dwindled day by day on 
account of hunger, disease and wounds 

The meeting between Lee and 
(;rant took place at the home of 
Wilmer McLean at Appomatox court 
house, near Isyncehburg, and lasted 
bat an hour and a half. Lee accept- 
ei Grant's terms of surrender, pledg- 
ing the parole of his army not to 
take up arms again. Lee’s surrender 
was followed on April 26th, by 
Johnson's surrender, and so, in com- 
memoration of this final act, the 26th 
has been set apart in the south as a 
memorial to our heroic dead. 

‘To our own state belongs the 
eredit of inaugurating the custom of 
decorating annually the graves of 
our confederate heroes. The patriotic 
woman who first proposed the plan 
was Miss Lizzie Rutherford, after- 
wards Mrs. Roswell Ellis, of Colum- 
bus, Ga.

Some time ago, in the jungles of 
the headwaters of the Amazon river 
Mr. Abbott succeeded in trapping « 
pair of troupials, which he brougit 
to this country. ‘These two parent 
birds, about S months ago, hatched 
two young’ones, one of which was 
purchased by Mrs. Coolidge and the 
ther being the one which Mr. Abbott 
presented to Miss Macrae, who is fea- 
tured in weekly concerts at WMCA. 

The troupial, a brilliant bird with 
jet-black phimage striped with bars 
of white and green gold, abounds in 
its native haunts along the upper 
Amazon but it is almost unknown in 
this country. Because otf his wariness 
in the inacessibility of its habitat it 
is almost impossible to trap the bird 
alive. It is a bird with almost hu- 
man intelligence, and when raised in 
captivity it may be trainéd very easi- 
lv.

Government Is Unstable. 

As to the vatidity of the conces- 
sions granted iu the future their 
validity will scarcely remsin. Any 
future government of Russia will not 
be bound by either judicially or fac- 
tually by the agreements of the soviet 
governinent. Juridically they will not 
be bound because the existing gév- 
ernment is not the government of kKus- 
sia but ‘The Governmenc of the 
Union of the Soviet Socialist Repub- 
lics’” in the title of which the yery 
word of Russia and Russi:sin is ab- 
sent. ‘Factually the future Russian 
government wil wot be bound because 
the present government is not based 
upon either historical rights or the 
will of the people expressed in free 
election and representative institu- 
tions. Lastly, mv statment is sup- 
ported by the experiences of the 
countries which have granted recog- 
nition. The soviet bride did not 
bring any considerable dowry to her 
foreign bridegrooms after the politi- 
cai marriage. 

The above does not mean that I 
do not believe in very intensive eco- 
vomic cooperation between the U. 8. 
and Russia in the future. I do be- 
lieve in it. But this posysisility can 
only be realized when Russia revives 
economically. Time is necessary for 
this revival and some other condi- 
tions; the liquidation of the present 
economic system and the present po- 
litical tyranny which is suffocating 
Russia economicaliy. mentally and 
morally: the establishment ef private 
property and law; the establishment 
of the national government freely 


Zlected by the people and many other | 


conditions. These conditions cannot 
be ereated or facilitated py either 
recognition or non-recognition. Their 
realization depends entirely upon the 


Russian people and their ability to | 


bridle the tyranny and destructive 
activity of the present rulers of Rus- 
sia. 

If the optimism of the adherents 
of recognition is unfounded the alarm 
of its opponents, it seems, is also ex- 
avgerated. It is probable that recos- 
nition will lead to an increase of 
activity on the part of the tlird in- 
ternationale in this country. At 
least. ie experierces of ail countries 
which have recogn @2d the soviet gov- 
ernment lead to this conelusion. There 
has been no exception to the rule 
that. as soon. as recognition has been 
eranted, it has been followed by an 
increase of communist activity, plots 
anc: riots in the countries of recoz- 
nition. The same processes are like- 
ly to occur in this country if recog- 
nition is granted, but this possibility 
does not give any cause for alarm. 
[t only means thht there will be a 
little bigger job for the police and 
the secret service, and a little more 
éxcitement which is craved by many 
in peaceful American conditions. That 
ic all. If the Third Internationa: 
hes been unable to. overthrow the 


government in any country during; 


the past féw years not even in Es- 
tonia and Bulgaria, we may be sure 
that. if not only the agents. but the 
whole Third International be brought 
into this country and be given com- 
plete liberty of propaganda, they 
tould not do anything mor? than in- 
crease a little the work of the police 
and the excitement of the citizens. 

To snm up: from the economic 
and political standpoints the reees- 
nition of the soviet rulers ‘+ unlikely 
to call forth any ccnsiderable chance 
in the life of this country 2r in the 
life of Russia. Frem this standpoint 
there is no reason either to welcome

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Things New and 
About The Bible 
A Progtfessive Revelation 
Solves Moral Difficulties

The ethical standard has been con- 
stantly lifted. 

Polygamy and other practices, the 
rightfulness of which nobody then 
disputed, the wrongfulness of. which 
nobody then discerned, are related of 
ancient worthies, without any 2x- 
pression of disapproval. 

The laws of retaliation and blood 
revenge were justifiea. As regards 
| personal resentment the Christian 
f spirit of forgiveness was unknown and 
unpracticed. The exterminating wars 
of Israel in which no mercy was 
shown to women or children were sup- 
posed to be the will of God. There 
are in the Old Testament many out- 
‘bursts of indignation against the ene- 
mies of God and His kingdvm in 
which there was mingled too much of 
personal vindictiveness. No magic of 
interpretation can harmopize with the 

recepts of Christ the imprecatory 

*salms. Take for example Psalm 
109, “Let his @hildren be fatherless 
and his wife a widow. Let his chil- 
dren be vagabonds and beg. Let the 
extortioner catch all that he hath. Let 
there be none to extend mercy unto 
him, neither let there be any to have 
‘ pity on his fatherless children.” 


Out of the moral confusion of dark 
facts like these thousands have ex- 
tricated themselves by turning their 
backs on the chureh and rejecting the 
Bible, thus throwing away the baby 
with the bath. 

But to aegreat multitude the trutia 
gradually became evident that the Bi- 
ble was worth too much to be cast 
away as rubbish because of a false 
theory concerning. it, and that when 
the whole truth was known about it, 
it would prove to be a far greater 
book than it had been supposed to 
be, less magical, but far more credi- 
ble and convincing. 

Claim Justification. 


Whoever has not learned. of the 
gradual growth of revelation, and that 
it advances from stage to stage of 
progress is incompetent to judezg men 
of remote ages. To revile the Old 
Testament characters as if they lacked 
the vital principle of loyalty to God is 
to betray an utter irnorance of God 
necessary method in the training and 
discipline of man. The moral ana 
religious ideas of the Old Testameut 
are recognized in the light of modern 
research presenting no final or 
perfect standard. | 

The possession cf slaves, the prac- 
tice of polygamy. exterminating wars 
Against the heathen, impreeatory de- 
nunciations, all have been justified 
by an appeal to the Old Testament. 
We now know that all these reflect 
the imperfect, vet progressive condi- 
tion of Israelitis’ moralitv through 
which or in spite of which it pleased 
God that the advance should contin- 
ually be made towards the higher 
revelation «f God’s wisdom and love 
for men. ‘The Mosaic law of divorce 
is not the Christian law. The ethi- 
eal standard of the  imprecatory 
Psalms is rot that of the Sermon on 
the Mount. The-religious life of ‘the 
book of Judges is not the same as In 
the gospel of Saint John. 

Dr. W. N. Clarke in his own ex- 
perience gives a voice to the experi- 
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ence of manv others: “As long as 
was hound to Ap- 
prove all that any part of the Bible 
said about God, and his judgments 
as to good and evil, it was natural 
that I should look away from moral 
difficulties or should minimize them 
as much as possible. If moral

There is a vast difference between 
the mind of God and much of the 
Old Testament interpretation of the 
mind of Géd. 

The different and higher spirit of 
the gospel is shown in the rebuke of 
Jesus when the disciples proposed to 
call down fire from: heaven to de- 
stroy. certain Samaritans, “Ye know 
not what manner of spirit ye are of.’ 

With a true conception of thé@«nec- 
essary progress of revelation. moral 
difficulties disappear with those who 
really want the. difficulties to Ags- 
appear. This manner of explanation 
cannot satisfy the defenders of an 
equal Bible. It will not satisfy all 
skeptical ebjectors. because their wea- 
pon of attack are taken from thean. 

It is a curious imconsisteney that 
some of the same“critics who ridicule 
the ethics of the OM Testament, as 
being too bow, reject the ethics of 
the New Testament as being too high. 

Dr. John Watson says: “With our 
principle of evolution we are able to 
take up stronger ground. and to repel 
attacks upon Bible morality with con- 
fidence, and to remove objections from 
the minds of honest men.” , 

In the Bible we have a record of a 
progressive revelation in each stage of 
which the measure of truth disclosf 
is adapted to the mental and spiritual 
level, which has been reached by those 
who are to be its recipients. 

To freely accept this viewpoint is lo 
free the mind from sophistry. and the 
heart from bitter perplexity, and is 
the one and.only solution for the mor- 
al difficulties of the Scriptures.

Present Ministry Likely 
To Be Brief — Months 
May Elapse Before Sta- 
ble Government. 


By Frank H. Simonds. 

Paris, April 25.—Thbe fall of- the 
Herriot Ministray, long forecast, long 
delayed and at the last coming as 
expected, marks the end of one more 
experiment in radicalism which fail- 
ed because of the inability of the 
chief figure to play the great role 
assigned to him. Herriot has gone 
down, like Ramsay MacDonald be- 
fore him, because in the end he lost 
the confidence of the country, which 
saw with unconcealed alarm the 
gradual march toward uncontrolled 
radicalism. What the Russian epi- 
sode was for MacDonald, the  pro- 
»osal of a capital levy proved for 

erriot. 

Like MacDonald, Herriot’s brief 
tenure of office was not without a 
measure of success in the foreign 
field. Relations with Britain and 
eyen with Germany were improved, 
Vrance escaped from a certain meas- 
ure of international suspicion, but at 
home conditions were plunged into a 
complete and rather sordid muddle. 
Herriot, hiiself, a well intentioned 
man, but weak, proved unequal to the 
-task of controlling and restraining 
the various more or less incongrous 
elements which: made up the Cartel 
des Gauches, the combination which 
supplied the necessary votes in the 
clamber. 

Su»stitutes Domestic Strife. 

Called to power by a France which 
was anxious for peace eager to 
avoid the semblance of cbauvinistic 
or militaristic purposes, Herriot 
knew no other way to promote peace 
than to substitute domestic _ strife 
for foreign disagreements. The first 
step of his supporters, once the eiec- 
tion of last May had given them pow- 
er. was to force the president of the 
renublic; M/ Millerand, to resign, be- 
enuse he had transcended the preced- 
ert and issue an election: address hos- 
tile to Herriot’s group. 

This action was not only clearly un- 
constitutional, but it precipitated § a 
struggle which, so far as Herriot is 
coneerned. has only just terminated 
with his fall. A willing chamber was 
ready to back Herriott in his attack 
uvon the president, an attack which 
was, in reality, not Herriot’s, but that 
of some of his supporters, but the 
country stood aghast at this act of 
violence and the senate robbed the 
victory of any profit by installing its 
own candidate, M. Doumergcue, and 
not Herriot’s M. Painleve, in the 
Kiysee Palace. 

Reopened Church, State Fight. 

Herriot’s next act of violence was 
hardly less appalling than the first, 
indeed, its consequences were more 
serious, because, at the behest of the 
socialist wing of his combination, he 
the fight hetween church 
He did this by setting all 
had heen arranged 
the newly 


reonened 
nnd state, 
the truce which 
in Alsace and Lorraine, 


regained provinces of France where 
ithe Roman Catholic church retained 
its hold upon the affection of the pev- 
pe and upon the schools. This bat- 
fle at once extended all over France, 
but it is hard to think of any more 
unfortunate scene of struggle than 
luese newly won -provinces, in- which 
‘here Was every reason that France 
shuuld give ‘heed to the wishes of 
the population. 

But Herriot, having. provoked this 
struggle marched merrily on his wuy. 
To provide a place for a candidate 
favored by the politicians, the pro- 
fessor indicated by the competent ed- 
ucational authorities was passed over, 
and without warning there broke out 
something almost approaching a rebel- 
lion among the students of the great 
French university. a rebellion which 
extended to the provinces and te al! 
branches of the university, culminat- 
ing in the suspension of the dean of 
the College of Paris and the intru- 
sion of the police. ' 

_ Chose German Agent. 

Having quarreled with the presi- 
dent and done violence to the consti- 
tution to unseat the president, hav- 
ing quarreled with the church and 
done violence to the feelings of the 
people of Alsace-Lorraine, having 
roused all the professors and the stu- 
dents to rebellion and strike, Herriot 
continued on his way by naming as a 
teacher a man who had served as a 
German agent and editor-of the noto- 
rious Gazette des Ardennes, the jour- 
nal printed by the Germans in the ac- 
cupied area during the war to unde- 
mine the loyalty of the French pop- 
ulations. 

One might go on and enumerate 
a hundred more only less grave blun- 
ders and’ worse of Herriot and his 
associates; the men who had made 
the war and the victory were pushed 
aside to make place for the men who 
had been defeatists. Pardons and 
restorations of civil rights were grant- 
ed to those who had been associated 
in the public mind with the evil days 
and deeds which preceded the coming 
of Clemenceau. 

More than all this, France felt un- 
comfortably the sympathy and more 
which existed between the extreme 
left. that is. the more radical wing 
of the socialist supporters of Herriot. 
and Moscow. A sense of apprehension 
and of lack of security crept into the 
situation. “We do not fear you.” 
one opponent of Herriot’s explained, 
“but we do fear the shadows lurking 
behind vou—yes. the red shadows.” 

Staked All on Protocol. 

Meantime. blunderingly. optimistiec- 
ally. Herriot was faring on his way. 
Confident of the permanency of Mac- 
Donald, he went to Geneva and staked 
French security on the certainty of 
the adoption by British of the proto- 
col. only to find too Jate that Britain 
would have none of it and that the 
British labor government had given 
way to a new Tory regime. The fall 
of the protocol was in realitv the 
proof of the complete failure of Her- 
riot’s foreign policy. 

Meantime, he had opened conversa- 
tion with Germany, and Franve heard 
with growing anxiety that under Brit- 
ish impulsion the French premier was 
listening to German proposals which 
involved the sacrifice of French al- 
lies, of Poland and Czecho-Slovakin.

Quarrels With Clementel. 

At the critical moment, when -.the 
whole country was alarmed, Herri- 
ot with characteristic stupidity, quac- 
reled on the floor of the senate with 
his own finance minister, M. Clemen- 
tel, who promptly resigned. not only 
leaving Herriot in a posiiton- which 
had now become hopeless, but plung- 
ing the while country into a highly 
nervous state. The adverse vote m 
the senate and the resignation of 
Herrit which followed were inevita- 
ble consequences. 

Thus. in something less than a year, 
a radical-socialist—a progressive 
movement, as we should say in Amer- 
ica—had destroyed the unity. of 
France at home, the political unity 
which had endured all the shocks uf 
the war; it had gravely weakened the 
actual position of French foreign 
relations; it had struck a blow at 
French prestige and popularity in Al- 
sace-Lorraine; it had forced politics 
into the colleges, precipitating a ré- 
volt of the students, and finally it had 
brought France from the fiscal point 
of view to the verge of a crisis. the 
gtavity of which could not. be exaz- 
gerated. 

* Herriot Not Held Responsible. 

For all this, no one in France 
held Herriot responsible. The French 
verdict was that the prime minister 
was no more than good-natured, 


weak, but sincerely and idealistically | 
take power— | 


who, to 
for he has, like MacDonald: inordi- 
nately ambitious—had surrendered h‘s 
real liberty to the socialists, without 
whose votes he could not retain his 
position. To these socialists, to the 
direct domination of Len Blum, the 
leader of the socialists and, in the 
minds of many, the true master of 
France for the past-ten months, were 
to be ascribed most if not all of the 
various incidents, blunders and worse 
than blunders which have brought 
France to the least attractive position 
she has held since the war. 

_It is interesting to note, too, that 
with Herriot as with MacDonald, per 
sonal vanity, the rather extraordinary 
inflation that comes with power, 
played no littlé part in the ultimate 
downfall. Before he came to pow- 
er, he was one of the simplest and 
most approachable of men. His as- 
sociates like himself, denounced the 
old order, denounced secret diplomacy 
and old-fashioned methods from the 
housetops, but no sooner did they come 
to officeAhan they adopted a secrecy 
which put that of all predecessors in 
the shade. Poincare used to see 
reporters, he even had a dav each 
week on which he received.the Ameri- 
can correspondents, but the new rad- 
ical prime minister and his associates 
became invisible, the spirit in which 
they ruled was that of Moscow. Their 
manner was reminiscent of the soviet 
in its utter lack of openness or regard 
for public information. 

France Now Roused. 

For a year, then, France has been 
undergoing this affliction of a radical- 
socialist government which represent- 
ed, to put.it mildly. a trial marriage 
between Moscow and Utopia, between 
the soviet and the idealist, between 
the Blum socialist and the Herriot 
radical. It has terminated now be- 
cause all France is roused, because 
the senate has at last intervened to 
put a barrier between the radicals 
and. socialists of the chamber and the 
further realization of a program which 
it is now realized would leave France 
defenseless on her frontiers, without 
credit in the money markets abroad, 
and divided into fiercely fighting fac- 
tions at home. 

I have been going to France pretty 
regularly for the last 15 years and 
never in this time, never even in 
the worst days of the war. have | 
found anything like the anxiety. dis- 
gust. depression which are to be felt 
on all sides at the present moment. 
You do not have to read the papers 
of the opposition, you do not have to 
go beyond your concierge in the hotel, 
your neighbor in the cafe, to realize 
how profoundly shaken and dis- 
turbed the mass of the French peo- 
ple are at the plight in which they 
find themselves and at the character of 
the government which the election sad- 
dled upon them. 

Deliverance Not Easy.

Meantime, the great evil of the 
situation is the lack of confidence 
which exists everywhere. Public ap- 
yrehension is unmistakable and this 
reiets obviously upon the financial 
eondition. Econemically, France is in 
tery good condition. It has only 
0,000 unemployed against 1,300,000 
for Britain. It has a solid surplus 
of exports over imports in striking 
contrast with both Germany and 
britain. Finally, it has at last balanc- 
ed its budget, having now about fin- 
ished its tremendous task of recon- 
siyneting the devAstated region. A 
eertain number of homes remain to 
be reconstructed, but for the mo- 
went this work has to be abandoned. 


Reconstruction Caused Trouble. 
And it is this effort in reconstruc- 
tien which is really responsible for 
the financial di¥ficulties ofF tance. 
Upwards of a hundred ‘billion francs 
— more than 000,0000—have 
been expended upon this job, without 
any German contribution, and this 
insk has been almost too great for 
French capital resources. The im-

Repercussion Is Likely. 

But when the change comes, there 
is likely to be a repercussion in for- 
cagn as well as domestic affairs, and 
the prospects of any five power pact 
with Germany will be gravely cvom- 
promised, if the matter remains un- 
settled until the change has come. 
Millerand and Poincare are certain- 
Iv not in agreement about many 
things, but neither is likely to con- 
tinue in Herriot’s footsteps long. 
A-change in foreign policy as 
as that which followed the shift from 
MacDonald to Baldwin in Britain 
is therefore more than likely. 

If I may add one word of caution, 
the difficulty in the French situa- 
ti.n does not arise as a result of 
any new access of militarism or any 
diminution in the well-nigh universal 
desire of the French people for peace. 
A return of Poincare would not 
mean that the reactionaries have won 
the country. What has happened is 
‘het the radicals, the liberals what- 
ecer you choose to call the present 
crowd, have deliberately thrown away 
their chance. They have stupidly and 
a little malevolently taken advan- 
inze of sudden rise to power to. play 
the meanest and most miserable of do- 
mestic political games, 

Hinges on Domestic Issues. 

{f there is a real change in govern- 
ment. either throuzh the making of 
# Briand cabinet with more conserv- 
ative supnort, or through an open 
break and a return to Poincare or 
Mitllerand. it will be the result of do- 
mstic and not foreign issues. It will 
be becanse the mass of the French 
people have become alarmed for the 
security. not so much of French fron- 
tiers. as of France within her own 
frontiers. It will he because the in- 
nate sense of order and system of 
‘ne nation has been affrontéd by one 
of the maddest and saddest’ experi- 
wents which has been made outside 
of Russia since the war. 

Meantime, it should he quite ob- 
vious that with this political tnrmoil 
in France. there is precious little use 
of discussing conferences to deal with 
armaments or proposing negotiations 
te handle interallied debts. France, 
all France, is absorbed in her 
present domestic troubles, political 
and financial, while the German 
election gives food for thought in the

Sandersville, Ga., April 25.—Last 
week a friend of mine took me to 
task for advocating dairying in Geor- 
gia, saying that he would go into the 
cattle businiess himself if he could 
make any money at it. As a result 
of this conversation the writer had a 
talk with W. H. Howell, manager of 
Fern Crest Guernsey farm~-at this 
place and asked him the direct ques- 
tion whether or not the dairy of wiich 
he has charge is. making money. As 
an answer he showed me the books 
and tokl me about recent sales of 
cattle which they had made. Believing 
that this information would be of in- 
terest to farmers of our county and 
Georgia at large, I obtained permis- 
sion to publish the prices received for 
animals sold recently. 

A .foundation herd consisting. of a 
registered Guernsey bull and _= five 
pure-bred Guernsey females was re- 
cently sold to a man in northern Ala- 
bama. The bull brought $500 and the 
heifers, at an average age of one year, 
were sold for $300 each. 


Atlanta Man Buys. 

About nine months ago a doctor in 
Atlanta .bought three high-grade 
Guernsey cows from Fern Crest that 
At the 
time they were sold the three were 
giving 18 gallons of milk a day, an 
average of six gallons per cow. They 
brought an average of $183.33. He 
was so well pleased with these three 


worth several hundred dollars more 
than he paid for her. ; 
Week before last this same man , 
came to Fern Crest and selected a 
pure-bred Guernsey heifer for which 
he paid $300 and a 15-months-old reg- 
istered Guernsey bull at $500. For . 
months he had been a great admi 
of the pure-bred Guernsey cow, Itch 
Ranter’s Constance 110118, w 
cow was held at $1,000. At the time 


of his last visit Constance had givet® 
birth to her fourth calf and on two 
milkings a day was giving approxi- 
mately six gallons, Since her calf was 
well worth $300 he was told that he 
could buy Constance for $750, whick* 
price he accepted immediately. 

Constance has given approximately 
13,500 pounds of milk and 600 pounds 
of butter fat in a year. She has pro- 
duced a little more than eight gallons 
of mlik a day. She is cheap at $750 
for with milk at 15 cents a quart she 
produced $942 worth last year. 

Three Cows Net $1,000. 

Figuring milk at 10 cents*a quart « 
and the calves at what they actually 
sold for and deducting he cost of feed 
and labor on the cows and their 
calves, three cows in the Fern Crest 
herd have actually made a net profit 
of a little more than $1,000 eaeh in 
12 months. From these records and 
figures it is clear that even though 
the prices paid for Guernsey cattle are 
high it is easy to make a profit on 
them from the sale of their milk 
alone. 

The demand for Guernseys is such 
that the cows and young cattle can 
be sold for good prices which means 
a good profit for any one who wishes 
to engage in dairying.

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I/lustrations by Maginel Wright Barney 
Tf may be said without ques- 
tion, every parent desires for 
his child that developmgnt of 
body, mind and character 

that will make him a normal, 
well-rounded human being. Every 
mother has somewhere in her mind 
and every father holds somewhere in 


his consciousness the image of what 
the child may become when, grown 
to full stature, he takes his place 
among his peers, able and willing to 
do his part in the world. 

No child’s destiny can be fully 
Shaped by his parents, however af- 
fectionate and intelligent. There is 
always present an insoluble quantity 
made up of his heredity, of his innate 
capacities, of that core of unchange- 
able which goes to 
make each individual an individual, 


temperament 


forever resisting final organization 
atid always escaping absolute formu- 
las and generalities. Also, changing 
times demand different qualities: as 
the changing types 


come forward, so we cannot say dog- 


race develops, 


matically what future combinations 
of qualities will be. 

But when this is granted there still 
remains a large margin in which pa- 
rents can train their children not only 
physically and mentally, but in the 
deeper regions of character and mora! 
growth. The gap between possibili- 
ties and realization can, in my opin- 
ion, be bridged. The normal child 
can reap as large a harvest from the 
seeds his mother and father sow in his 
attitude toward himself (self-respect) 


aid toward others (unselfishness) as - 


his human body will reap from the 
careful scientific physical supervision 
of his infancy. 

Qn the physical care of infancy 
much emphasis has been laid, with re- 
Sults that every physician must view 
with satisfaction. But the problems 
of the child’s character and attitudes 
have been largely neglected. They 
are by their nature less obvious, their

can foster and develop traits of char- 
acter and right social attitudes in our 
children, where shall we begin? 

Every fact of my experience leads 

me to say emphatically—‘“At birth.” 
By the time a child has left the hos- 
pital where it as born, opportunities 
have been offered for the foundation 
of discipline that is not physical 
alone but in its regularity, and shall 
I say inevitability, gives the child his 
first groping sense of life outside 
himself. 
VERY mother has seen, though 
possibly without realizing it, how 
early the child learns »~hether he can 
affect his surroundings. His sur- 
roundings, his environment, are in 
the first weeks of his life chiefly his 
mother. It is from ker reactions that 
he first learns whether he controls his 
surroundings or not. He has only one 
way to find out—by crying. Yet, lim- 
ited as he is to a single method of 
showing displeasure, he can and does 
use it very early to find out whether 
this weapon of crying will secure him 
what he wants. 

Right there is the mother’s earli- 
est opportunity to direct his future 
growth. Will she give in to the child 
or not? ‘The answer is important, for 
much of our adult moral capacity 
comes down to a matter of standing 
by ourselves, and solving our own 
problems. 

Learning to do this is a long, hard 
process, and every step-from infancy 
on that is not forward goes backward. 

While it may seem absurd to refer 
to such matters as having anything 
to do with an infant’s formless mind, 
| believe #t is not at all absurd but 
really fundamental. Take for exam- 
ple the matter of picking up a baby 
when he cries, as is the natural ten- 
dency of every mother. What good 

does this do? 

lf the child has in- 
testinal colic, it will 
noi be helped by jug-

Leaving the child alone is there- 
fure not a negative virtue at all but 
a positive force for his own good. 

Next io the importance of starting 
a child’s training early comes the 
value of his growing up in a home 
where there is complete agreement 
about the child’s bringing-up. ~ 

It is very hard on any child to be 
subjected to the naturally divergent 
ideas of grandparents and parents. 
In the first few vears of life, to re- 
Ceive indulgence from one source and 
sternness from another spells incon- 
sistency and he very soon loses the 
sense of mental, and indeed moral, 
balance that he needs most. His ideas 
of right and wrong become vaguer 
instead of clearer. 


': is difficult for parents to put into 
effect their plans for the child’s 
training and discipline where a grand- 
mother disapproves 40 interferes. It 
may be hard to believe that the pres- 
ence of a* grandmother living in the 
child’s home can be a possible source 
of danger, but anyone with medical 
experience knows that children are 
better off when brought up under sin- 
gle authority rather than diverse. 

« This is even more true when the 
difference about discipline is between 
a father and a mether. 1 cannot em- 
phasize too strongly how disrupting it

disagreement between the two people 
treatment of a child to get together 
and “hash it out’ thoroughly be- 
tween themselves; and then back 
each other up consistently. Like na- 
family discipline can stand 
united, but divided it inevitably falls. 
This again is a positive and definite 
policy and one that is as valuable to 
your child’s moral stamina as a prop- 
er diet is to his bone structure. 

And right here I want to say that 
peither a boy nor a gir] should be left 
to the sole judgment of one parent. 
The father cannot shirk his respon- 
sibility; he must,.if his children are fo 
be given a fair chance, take active 
part in the household. In fact | think 
the kind of companionship and inter- 
est the average busy American father - 
in most cases takes in his growing 
children is most commendable. 

Regularity is another positive force 
ina child’s life. In bringing a child to 
his full growth the desirable thing is 
the middle path. We want him neith- 
er shy nor bold, but honestly self-re- 
liant and sociable. We want him 
neither pugnacious nor cowardly, but 
able to hold his own when neces- 
sary. And here the value of system- 


atic training and habits comes in. 
Value system in your treatment of 
your child’ net for its own sake, not 
alone for its physical ends, but for 
the unconscious stability it is devel- 
oping in him. The regular recurrence 
of specific acts—even the simple acts

Cruel Mystery of Whose Child Little ‘‘Jackie 
Duff’? Really Is Stirs a Nation-Wide De- 
mand for Better Methods of Guarding 
the Identity of Newly Born Children 
and Making Mix-Ups Less Easy 


HOUSANDS of fathers and 
mothers are rearing children 
who are not, as they firmly 
believe, their own but in 
reality the sons or daughters 

of some one else.” 

This is the amazing conclusion 
reached by President Judge Raymond 
MacNeille of the juvenile division of 
the Philadelphia municipal court as a 
result of his unsuccessful efforts to 
settle the identity of ‘Jackie Duff,” 
the two-year-old boy who is claimed 
as son by two women. : 

Poor little Jackie seems to have 
lost his identity so completely that it 
can never be proved whose child he 
really is. And Judge MacNeille 
thinks thousands of other boys and 
girls are continually suffering the 
same. fate through failure to make 
proper records of their identifying 
Characteristics as soon as they are 
born. 

Everybody knows how much alike 
two newborn babies are. Unless 
some reliable system of identifi- 
cation is employed it is easy for 
two boys or girls to become so 
hopelessly mixed that nobody can 
tell which is which. Such mix- 
ups, Judge MacNeille and others 
believe, are occurring almost ev- 
ery day in many large maternity 
hospitals. 

The problem of ‘‘Jackie Duff”’ 
is very much like that which con- 
fronted King Solomon in the fa- 
mous Biblical case of two women 
Claiming -the same child. How 
the wise old monarch solved it by 
ordering the baby cut into two

equal. parts, thus revealing the iden- 
» tity of the false claimant, is familiar 
to every reader of the Old Testament. 

But in, this modern case each of 
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the women is so positive the child is 
hers that it is doubtful if any such ex- 
pedient as Solomon adopted would 
help matters any.

tion of several different methods ‘of 
identification is the only adequate 
Safeguard against mistakes resulting 
from the close resemblance of babies 
and the carelessness of nurses. 
Probably greater pains was never 
taken to preserve a child’s identity 
than in the case of little Paulina 
Longworth. The authorities at the 
Chicago maternity hospital where she 
was born took a number of different 
ways of preventing her becoming 
mixed up with any other child. 


OON after birth her footprints, 
4 considered one of the most in- 
fallible means of identifying a child, 
were taken on a Card bearing the 
mother’s name and the child’s sex, 
weight and date of birth. 

Also, little Paulina’s finger prints 
were taken and filed on a card wrth 
those of her mother, Mrs. Alice 
Rdosevelt Longworth. 

On-the baby’s wrist was put a cir- 
clet of tape bearing a number corres- 
ponding to the one worn by the 
mother on her wrist. 

When it was seen how much little 
Paulina looks like her famous grand- 
father, the late Theodore Roosevelt, 
it seemed rather unnecessary to have 
used all of these methods of identify- 
ing her. Yet it was felt that in the 
case of such a notable baby as this 
there must not be the slightest chance 
of her becoming confused with some 
other little girl. 

The identification methods used in 
the case of Paulina Longworth are 
only a few of those that are recom- 
mended for this purpose and that are 
coming into actual use in many ma- 
ternity hospitals. These include: 

Tags bearing the mother’s name 
and fastened to the baby’s wrist. 

The mother’s name painted in large 
letters on the baby’s back with a dye 
dissolved in a 50 per cent solution 
of silver nitrate. : 

An aluminum tag engraved with 
the baby’s name or number and tied 
around its neck with a thrice-knotied 
linen tape. 

A sterling silver: chain bearing a 
name tag and fastened around the 
neck with a specially designed sp,ing- 
ring. 

Another neck tag, consisting of a 
round card reinforced at the edge 
with a tin ring and then shellacked. 

A linen label bearing the haby’s 
name, number, weight, sex and date 
of birth in indelible ink and pasted 
across the child’s back or chest. 

A bead necklace that spells out in 
lettered beads the mother’s name. 
The necklace is strung on gut to in- 
sure its remaining unbroken and the 
ends are sealed in lead shot. 

Some authorities think that almost 
any one of these methods is enough 
to preserve a baby’s identity. Others 
declare that even when all of them

are used there is siill considerable 
possibility of a mistake. 

The footprint method of identifica- 
tion probably has the most cham- 
pions. Like its finger prints a baby’s 
footprints are quite distinctive and 
easily distinguished from those of ev- 
ery other child. 


Yet a bill to make the footprint: 


method compulsory in maternity hos- 
pitals was recently defeated in the 
iew York legislature. The advo- 
‘cates of the bead necklace and other 
systems of identification declared that 
there were quite sufficient and that 
there was no need of going to the 
bother of recording a baby’s foot- 
prints. And they finally had their 
way with the lawmakers. 

Although the adhesive label bear- 
ing the baby’s name and pasted across 
its back or chest is in use in many hos- 
Pitals it is one of the most criticized 
of all methods. It is argued that the 
ink very easily becomes blurred and 
that in washing and handling a baby 
the adhesive plaster is very liable to 
become detached. 

“Furthermore,” says one critic, 
‘the principle of identifying persons 
by menas of atiached marks is fun- 
damentally wrong. One could not, 
in case of doubt or lawsuit, state pos- 
itively that such a mark had not been 
accidentally or maliciously changed.”

He was 
abandoned in a Camden, N. J., hotel 
by a couple who later proved to be 
Mr. and Mrs. Carl Silknitter. 

Mr. and Mrs. Russell Steimling, 
whose little son had mysteriously 
vanished from their home last June, 
went to Camden and finally identified 
the abandoned haby as their missing 
child. Mrs. Silknitter was arrested 
and charged with the abduction of 
the Steimling boy. 

When released on bail 
Mrs. Silknitter brought 
habeas corpus action to 
recover possession of the 
child abandoned in Cam- 
den. She insisted that he 
was her son, a boy she 
had christened ‘‘Jackie 
Duff”? and who had been 
born in a Philadelphia 
hospital in the spring of 
1922.

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N the gloomy, legend-haunted 
vaults underneath the Krem- 
lin, the ancient palace of the 
czars in Moscow, hundreds of 
laborers are toiling, burrow- 

ing still deeper into the earth beneath 
these dungeon-like underground cham- 
bers. 

And every stroke of their picks and 
shovels is believed to bring the soviet 
government nearer to the recovery of 
one of the world’s most precious treas- 
ures, the long lost golden library of 
Ivan the Terrible, whose value is esti- 
mated at more than half a_ billion 
dollars. 

The library is worth this huge sum 
not only because of the almost prmce- 
less pieces of history and literature 
which its volumes contain, but also 
because the books are believed to be 
bound in solid gold and the covers of 
many of them richly studded with dia- 
monds, rubies and other jewels. 

The thrifty soviet government 1s 
convinced that the prize at stake is 
worth many. times the money it is 
costing to make these extensive exca- 
vations and locate the library which Is 
thought to have been hidden there 
four centuries ago. 

The discovery of the clue to the lo- 
cation of the golden library was the 
result of a curious chance. Some years 
aeo four of a party of workingmen 
who were making some repairs on 
[yan’s tomb in the historic Uspensky 
Abbey of the Kremlin came across a 
sealed chest. 

On its cover it bore in glaring red 
leliers the Latin words meaning ‘Do 
Not Touch Me” and, beneath these, a 
skull crossed knives dripping 
blood. 

But this warning had no terrors for 
the ignorant finders of the chest. Con- 
vinced that it must contain jewels or 
cther treasure they hid it away in an 
old cement barrel until their day’s 
work was over and then smuggled it 
out of the abbey. 

They carried their bocty to a room 
ir an obscure hotel and after supper 
set about opening it and investigating 
its supposedly rich contents. When 
they found it contained only a heap of 
moldering parchment covered with 
words they could not read, they were 
intensely disgusted—and also fearful, 
for they knew that if it was discov- 
ered that they had stolen anything 
fromthe tomb they would be liable to 
x ‘Yong prison sentence or perhaps 
death.

The Russian leader was greatly inter- 
ested and promised that he would 
promptly institute a thorough search 
of the Kremlin’s vaults. 

But this was just the time when 
aeath was tapping at Lenine’s shoul- 
der. Before he was able to order the 
promised search he was obliged to 
leave his post, never to return. 

A few months ago the young stu- 
dent who had discovered the impor- 
tance of the chest’s contents again 
brought the matter to the attention of 
the soviet government. He got prompt 
action and now, under the govern- 
ment’s direction, the paris of the 
Kremlin’s vast extent of underground 
vaults and chambers where the miss- 
ing library seems most likely to have 
been buried are being dug up and thor- 
oughly searched. 


FYNHE task is a tremendous one, for 
the vaulis of the Kremlin are like 
a great underground city, covering 
many acres and burrowing into the 
earth for long distances beyond the 
limits of the Kremlin itself. Many of 
these underground corridors and cham- 
bers have never been thoroughly ex- 
plored and there are others in which 
modern men have never set foot. 


There is no definite clue as to where 
the golden library may be buried. So 
the excavators are working in the 
vicinity of Ilvan’s tomb and if they have 
no success there they will continue in a 
widening circle from this center.

historical and literary value of its con- 


tents. 


The catalog, for instance, lists 


sixty-seven copies of the Bible, seven 
cf them signed by popes or patriarchs, 
and all handwritten and illuminated by 
the greatest masters of their day. 
Included among the manuscripts are 
works by Aristotle, Plato and Plutarch. 
These alone would be valued at mil- 
lions of dollars by collectors of rare 
an dancient books. 4 
Another feature of the library that is 
of great value entirely apart from the 
richness of its bindings, is the collec- 
tion of some 200 volumes devoted to 
magic, astrology, alchemy and medi- 
cine. - These were subjects in which 
Ivan the Terrible was particularly in- 


. terested and, according to the catalog, 
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all these books were translated into 
Russian so that he might read them. 


FHYNHE collection of what was prob- 

ably the finest library the world 
had seen up to that time was one of 
the things to which Ivan the Terrible 
devoted himself with great enthusiasm 
when he came into power in 1647. He 
is said to have been so proud of it and 
so fearful that some one would make 
way with it that when it was complete 
le killed or imprisoned for life all the 
scholars he had employed to help him 
gather collection and put it In 
order. 

One old Russian historian speaks of 
“eleven cartloads of gold and silver 
which Ivan the Terrible paid to the 
foreign merchants who purchased for 
him the best books in the werid.’’ Ac- 
cording to another authoriiy these pur- 
chases included all that was left of the 
famous ancient Greek library at Alex- 
dria and also the private library. of 
Constantine the Great. 

Until the discovery of the mysterious 
chest in Ivan’s tomb the world ha

nothing to show that the golden library 
was Still in existence. According to 
Ivan destroyed all the 
before he died.

In punishing a child, the same gen- | 


eral principle holds. Where punish- 
ment is erratic, intermittent, how can 
a child get a sense of moral values? 
But the punisliment which is obvious- 
ly the result of an understood: cause 
iS a Child’s chance to grasp, in facts of 
his own size, the law of the universe. 
The most important thing to remem- 
ber when it is necessary to punish a 
child is that punishment should never 
be severe but it must always be sure. 
It is not so much a matter of making 
the punishment fit the crime as it is 
of making it follow, inevitably and 
lawfully. 


HILDREN in gene®al are by na- 

ture responsive and good-na- 
tured. From their earliest years they 
are extremely sensitive to their en- 
vironment; and the irritable child, 
the contrary child, even the obstinate 
child in most cases is only showing 
the effects of causes that lie in the 
atmosphere iis parents make around 
it. Children are apt to respond toa 
given situation as they see and feel 
their parents respond. Impatience in 
his elders, not necessarily toward the 
child, finds an opening in the child’s 
mind and he seizes the first oppor- 
tunity to act similarly. 

Exhibit in yourself so far as possi- 
ble the attitudes you think most desir- 
able in your child. 
acter by disciplining your own. 

Unselfishness is, for example, a 
quality that can certainly be develop- 
ed in a child. To do this demands 
first of all letting him find unselfish- 
ness in those around him toward one 


another. 

Example is the most powerful sin- 
gle ally we have in promoting moral 
values, and this is at least as true of 
children as of adults. i 

Idealism is easily brought out in a 
young child, and nourishes the plant 
of unselfishness. Teach your chil- 
dren there is something bigger than 
themselves and do not be afraid to 
dwell tog early on the idea of service. 
Show a child ways to spend the 
money that he has been saving for a 
long time and do not always show 
him a self-indulgent way. The plan 
followed in many churches whereby 
groups of children make something 
or do something for other children is 
a good one. Stimulaie your son and 
daughter to think of the lives of other 
people. 

A little girl of. my acquaintance 
came rushing home to ask permis- 
sion to go to the movies, which was 
given. “Then can I have some 
money?’’ she asked, and was told to 
use her own. She decided not to 
go! But that her seven-year-old de- 
cision was based on some sense of 
values rather than on a reluctance to 
spend, was shown when the oppor- 
tunity offered to give to the Red 
Cross and she gave with interest and 
enthusiasm. 

Hand in hand with the pokcy of 
teaching children that others have 
problems, goes that of leiting the 
child learn his own position in the 
household. Let him know it asa sub- 


ordinate one, not one of paramount - 


importance! Some children are de- 
prived of this valuable knowledge 
with results that are only too strik- 
ing. A child is only one member of 
the family group and his place in its 
activities is necessarily limiied. It is 
as unfair to him as to the rest of the 
family to cast him for the leading 
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Develop his char-. 


Let the child know firmly and rea- 
sonably that he is only one unit in 
his family and not the ranking one. 


Exazserated ego in a child is not 
a fault so much as a misfortune which 
his parents have thrust on him by ex- 
aggerating his place in the home. He 
is there, as he will be in all the future 
social organizations of his life—busi- 
ness, home, sports—a member of a 
group. Teamwork, not starring, is 
his best contribution. 

To exaggerate the child’s 
rights is depriving him of them. 

It is not, in fact, a good thing to 


real 


‘be too zeaious for a child. ‘The level 


of physical care the modern child re- 
ceives is a high one and it is proof of 
the earnest purpose of the modern 


mother that this is so. But some- 
times the meticulousness of such care 
leade a mother to overvalue the least 
thing a child does. 


OTHING is overlooked and ey- 

erything centers on the child and 
what he needs, with the result that 
the child really suffers in- character 
development. But, .of course, when 
everything has been said and done the 
greatest problem of bringing up a 
child in the way he should go is to 
Strike the right Palance between how 
much discipline we shall give kim and 
how much we shall let him find out 
for himself. 

By discipline I by no means refer 
to punishment alone, but to the whole 
scheme of what shculd be a well-or- 
dered, consistent attitude toward the 
child; an attitude of give and take; 
of teaching him to respect the rights 
and possessions of others; showing 
him the unending relations between 
cause and effect; and_ thinking 


Straight about his needs and acts, and 
teaching him to think straight. This 
is the discipline that matur-s and de- 
velops the plant to its inherent pow- 
ers, weeding and pruning to be sure, 
but watering and fertilizing also. 

Let your discipline emphasize the 
group as much as possible. If a child 
is late to a known hour for meals, 
show him that it is not selfishness nor 
personal convenience on your part 
that makes it necessary to correct 
him, but make him understand that 
he is not showing respect for the 
rights of others, not keeping up his 
part in the household. Show him, in 
other words, that he needs to practice 
teamwork. I like my son to play 
football, not because I like to see him 
get smashed, but because I want him 
to coordinate with his fellows. 

Discipline should never be for the 
parent’s personal advantage but al- 
ways for the good of all concerned 
and for the future of the child. In- 
dulging a child is only another form 
of self-indulgence, and a pernicious 
one, for it undermines his resistance 
and weakens his ability to fend for 
himself or deny himself; this ability 
he must gain in harsher ways outside 
his home if the life there is not suf- 
ficiently wise, kindly and_ self-re- 
strained to teach him. | 

Discipline of one kind or another 
the child will surely get. And it is 
harder on'him to get it late and harsh- 
ly than to meet it young, and to have 
it administered with affection and un- 
cerstanding. 

As for the specific traits children 
exhibit in the way of shyness, destruc- 
tiveness, pugnacity and so on, most 
of them are caused by lacks in early 
training and can be corrected by in- 
telligence and patience. 

Children reflect in: their character- 
istics the treatment their egos have 
received. The shy child exaggerates 
hts Own importance, really, and his 
shyness is an attempt to keep off an 
experience which may be unpleasant. 

Often shyness or lack of self-con- 
fidence can be avoided or overcome 
by giving the child very early contact 
with other children. Sometimes, 
where shyness is marked, it helps to 
put the child with children younger 
and* more helpless, and in helping 
them self-reliance grows. Be sufe 


you are not unconsciously browbeat- 
ing your child by too much drilling 
and emphasis on small points of be- 
nav.er. Consistently encourage him 
to perform minor acts of usefulness 
for himself (buttoning his clothes, 
putting on gloves, and as he gets old- 
er_ helping in more intricate ways) 
and make him feel he has a real place. 
Never let the shy or backward child 
think a failure is disgrace but treat 
“ lightly and encourage further ef- 
orts. 


HE shy child who looks on his’ 


shortcomings as failures often 
longs for proof that he can do things 
himself. Encourage him to carry out 
whatever simple plans he begins for 
himself and help -him to realize his 
own budding abilities. 

With the overbold and forward 
child, your effort must be not to make 
a show of what he has done. Let 
him associate when possible ° with 
children more able than he is and so 
acquire a better idea of his own rela- 
tive standing and importance. 

he needs teamwork with other 
children end he needs to realize that 
other chidren—or adults for that 
matter—have just as pressing claims 
for attention and praise as he has. 

Every child should have things and 
a place, however small, that are his 
to-rule and own. He cannot very 
well learn to respect the property of 
others unless he knows the pleasure 


‘and reality of having his own things 


respecie?. Nor is it impossible to 
reascn w'th a child. If he wants to 
grab another’s toy, he can understand 
as weil as we can when we ask him 
if he would like someone to snatch 
his toys? 
tive and pugnacious and do such 
overt acts only because they once 
were allowed to do so. 

Destructiveness is only the ex- 
treme case of a lack of regard for 
the rights of others and it will not 
occur where such a regard has been 
early encouraged. Show a child how 
it feels to be deprived of his own pet 
possessions and encourage him in 
constructive care for some particular 
object. - Give him possessions of his 
own to enjoy and let him learn how 
reluctant he would be to have them 
destroyed. 

Occasionally we see a_child who 
too readily gives-up to others. Often 
he has in the past been made to do 
this, or mare rarely it seems ingramed 
in his temperament. _ Such children 
need. to be stiffened and taught to 
take care of themselves for there are 
things even a child should rightly re- 
sent, Here again contact with a num- 
ber of other children will cure them. 
But in the meantime it is well to note 
that most children do not give up 
things unless they are readily re- 
placed! 

Children ,should not, of course, 
fight for the sake of fighting and they 
should be taught never to be aggres- 
sors on their own account. But the 
impulse that leads them to defend 
another is a fine one and the ability 
to stand up for their rights when nec- 
essary is valuable. 

A girl of four who has never been 
particularly fond of fighting but who 
had been taught to respect her own 
rights moved with her family away 
from a neighborhood where she had 
been popular to a new one where she 
was treated with indifference and a 
certain amount of howility. One Gay 
a boy larger than herself hit her. 
Without hesitation she defended her- 
self—successfully. The unpremedi- 
tated result was that she won a place 
for herself in the new neighborhood 
and soon built up normal associations 
among the other children. The occa- 
sion for it being over, she displayed 
no further signs of fighting. 


ESTRUCTIVENESS, jealousy or 
bad temper in their extreme 
cases are not very usual, but where 
they exist they are hard problems. 
Prevention is far better than cure and 
it is the earliest manifestations of such 


Most children are destruc- - 


qualities that should be checked: they 
should not be allowed to go on un- 
corrected until they become strong 
and powerful. 


Jealousy is not natural to children; 
where is exists it is almost invariably 
developed by some parental attitude 
Or partiality, and the remedy for it is 
to be sought in the correcting of the 
parent’s own attitude. 


Bad temper is sometimes helped 


by a certain amount of-isolation. It 
is almost invariably helped by the 
discipline administered by his own 
kind. Our contemporaries are not 
apt to be so indulgent of us as our 
parents are, and a child’s contempo- 
raries will give short shrift to the bul- 
lying, petulant and hot-headed as- 
pects of bad temper. 

A child patient of mine whose pa- 
rents had been able to make little in- 
road against a very bad temper found 
her very much put out when other 
children refused to play with-her. The 


» consequent isolation which the chil- 


dren unhesitatingly inflicted on her 
now wars against her temper impulse 
and is on the way to winning. 
The pugnacious child is sometimes 
helped by association with older and 
bigger children whom he can’t maul. 
Dealing with children definitely 
handicapped in these particulars is 
largely a matter of judgment and 
much depends on the individual. But 
there is no question about it—start 
the child in his first years on positive 
lines, such as | have outlined in this 
article, and he will maintain a bal- 
ance in his later development, and not 
exhibit the painfully one-sided growth 
that such instances indicate. 
So-called ‘‘difficult children’ are 
sometimes moved by a desire for 
social recognition from their peers., 
Where this is the case you can help 
overcome the excess of this under- 
standable aim by encouraging them in 
serious undertakings. Children, un- 
der proper supervision, can achieve 
very creditable accomplishments and 
the boy who is engaged in whitewash- 
ing a house for his rabbits often gets 
rid of his temperamental difficulties 
quite by the way. He sees tangibie 


testimony to his own worth and 
Standing evolwed under his own 
hands and the justifiable self-satisfac- 
tién he feels makes him more recon- 
ciled to the life around him and to his 
place in it. 7 

We need all the intelligence and 
restraint we can bring to the making 
of a child’s character. We have to 
find the right balance between love 
for a child (and a child needs the 
mother love that no institution can 
give it) and impersonal regular disci- 
pline, such discipline as a hospital], for 
example, gives children in a ward, 
where companionship is at hand and 
rules are few and simple but without 
exception enforced. 

The trouble with much of the love 
lavished on children is that it is lay-

ished—and not given with judgment. 
One great thing in bringing up a child 
is a proper amount of repression on 
the part of the parents. Just as much 
judgment is necessary to love a child 
properly as to punish him properly. 

It takes more self-control to punish 
children than to praise them, yet 
both are necessary. It is easier to 
give a child something than to deny 
it to him. We follow the line of 
least resistance often, instead of rea- 
soning as to right and wrong; and we 
have constantly to be on guard-not to 
do selfish things, such as giving him 
everything he wants. 

It is difficult to know, as we go 
along, whether we are Striking the 
right balance between our nurturing 
love and the«hard shocks of experi- 
ence. Although we can sometimes 
see in gross instances where mistakes 
have been made; as where the over- 
indulged of rich parents has never had 
a wish denied him and his life comes 
to some terrible and spectacular 
crash. Yet for the most part we must 
work on, loving him and training him, 
giving him the bread that is needed, 
and bringing all our intelligence and 
patience to bear on his problems, and 
not able to read the whole answer 
until years have passed. 

For training the child’s character, 


parents have a deep responsibility. If 
it is true of history that ‘‘the roots of 
the present lie buried deep in the 
past,’’ it is equally true of adult hu- 
ian beings. The springs of their al- 
truistic acts, the motives for their 
constructive activities, were directed 
and fostered in the age of infancy. 
On what today’s child does tomor- 
row the future of the world depends, 
and the strongest single factor in de- 
termining what it shall be is still the 
home.

Feather flying! Have you tried it 
yet? If you haven’t, follow these 
‘directions for making one of the 
' feather airplanes that are all the 
rage among Miniature’ Aircraft 
Fliers. 

The Wings 


lf you haven’t chickens in your 
own back yard, you can surely get 
the wings for yovr plane at some 
poultry house. Select two feathers 
ek of equal length and of equal area 
Jand weight. One feather should be 
from a left wing and the other from 
the right wing—-exactly the same 
size. Let the quills of these feath- 
- ers overlap an inch or more, tied 
itogether with silk thread, and, when 
jrurned up to exactly the same up- 
ward curvature, glued with airplane 
_\cement or glue. 
‘ A dihedral angle is that V-shape 
in airplane wings between the wing 
tips—the tips are higher than the 
center of the airplane wing, in or- 
der to maintain flying stability: The 
natural dihedral of this feather wing 
may be increased, if desired, by ty- 
ing each wing tip with silk thread, 
then tying the threads together, 
making the angle steeper. This is 
not usually necessary. 

The Motorbase 


A motorbase for the plane may 
« be made of two strips of bamboo 
from an old fishing pole, with a 
<ross-bar also of bamboo, as shown 
in the drawing. The motorbase 
should be about three-fourths as 
1 long as the wing length, if the wings 
‘ were laid flat and measured from tip 
‘to tip, after being joined. 

The bamboo strips for the two 
sides of the motorbase may be as 
‘wide as 3-16 inch, and as much as 
‘4-16 inch thick. They are laid with 
the glossy side out. The cross-bar 
should be from 1-2 inch to an inch 
long, placed .exactly half-way be- 
tween the front and back ends, with 
the cross-section about the same as 
the sides (1-16 inch by 3-16 inch). 
Before gluing the back ends togeth-

file out grooves on each inside, so 
that a hole will be formed just large | 
enough to hold the tail bamboo’ 
strip. The tail may be glued in per- | 
manently or inserted only for! 
flights. 
Wire Parts | 
Bend a pin _ into a cotter-pin | 
shape, for use as a propeller hanger. | 
Bend as shown in the illustration, | 
and fasten this hook to the motor- | 
base in front. Another pin is bent | 
into a question-mark shape and/| 
fastened to the rear end of the mo- | 
torbase. This is also shown above. | 


The airplane rubbe~ motor oper- 
ates PFetween these two points, the 
pregeller shaft hooking on to the 
front end through the ‘“‘eye”’ in the 
cOtter-pin-like hanger. 

A third pin, bent as shown is used 
for this propeller shaft that works 
oe the front bearing on the motor- 

ase. 


The Propeller 


The propeller may vary from one-

good propeller,.in other words, test- 
ed for 1-4 ounce airplanes down to 
1-20 ounce, is 3-8 inch thick by 
5-8 inch wide by 5 inches long. The 
motorbases have been between 6 
inches and 12 inches long, and the 
wings have been from 6 inches to 
24 inches long for this propeller. 
You cdn experiment some on di- 
mensions. 

Look at the airplane propeller 
picture carefully and try to carve 
one like it out of straight-grained 
soft wood Remember that the lead- 
ing edge is thick the full length of 
the propeller, and the trailing edge 
only is knife-edge in its thinness— 
the leading edge cuts the air first, 
and in this airplane is the foremost 
part of the plane. 


One of sister’s beads is put on the 
propeller shaft between the pro- 
peller and the front bearing, to re- 
duce the friction. 


Arrow-Like Tail 


The Indians feather\¥i their ar- 
rows so they would fly straight.

Now clean the pith from the 
split feather bases, until only as 
much of the quill is left as is needed 
to keep the feather intact 


A thin piece of springy bamboo 


vl aOvut 1-16 trch diameter, an inch 
longer than the feather sections, 
may be used. Glue two feather sec- 
tions on opposite sides of this stick, 
with the feather ends pointing to 
the rear of the miniature airplane, 
leaving at least @ half-inch of the 
bamboo before and behind the 
feather sections. Be sure also that 
the edges of these feather sections 
point upward. 

The third feather section is 
placed vertically oh the bamboo 
stick, exactiy in the same general 
directions with the other feather 
seciions, and is glued into position 
when properly set. 

With this done, the tail section is 
finished. , 
Putting Together 

The wings are glued to the mo- 
torbase just in front of the cross- 
bar and below it. Be sure to at- 
tach the wings so the upper points 
of the feathers point back toward 
the tail of the airplane and. upward 
when the plane is in flying position. 

The wing is held firmly to the 
motorbase by two rubber bands 
Slipped over the wings and across 
the top of the motorbase as shown 

Now attach a long strand of rub- 
ber bands the length of the motor- 
base, attaching as decribed earlier in 
the article, and, holding the pro- 
peller toward you, wind it in 42 
clockwise manner. Then let go the 
proveller and send your airplane 
flying.
